Cold Consnmme. 


Mayonnaise of Salmon. 


Browned Potatoes. 


Asparagus Tip Salad. 
Rolls. 
Iced Tea- 


Make consomme after any reliable 


recipe and allow to cool. 
If strong 


enough It will form Into a jelly, nour- 
ishing and appetizing. 


Mayonnaise of salmon Is made by 


mixing: one pint of cold boiled or 
canned salmon, freed from bones and 
skin, with a half pint of mayonnaise. 
Toss the meat and dressing lightly 
and serve on crisp leaves of lettuce. 


For browned potatoes select rather 


small new potatoes. Pare and boll in 
salted water. When done drop in hot 
fat and allow to t'rown. Be careful 
not to let the potatoes boil until they 
break easily. Very small new potatoes 
may bo dropped in the fat without 
boiling ar.fl treated like French fried 
potatoes. 


To make asparagus tip salad wash 


the asparaeu? well In cold water and 
cwt 'he tips hack as far ns lender. 
Cover with boiling water, boil a hnlf 
hour and put In a colander to drain. 
Place on lettuce leaves and pour over 
w»11 seasoned French /Iressinsr.

If the 
skin is very dry put on a foundation of 
cold cream or apply a lotion made by j | 
mixing a teaspoonful of glycerine with 
half a pint of rose water. Gently wipe 
the face with a soft cloth before apply- 
ing the powder. 


Liquid powders are strongly favored 


by some, because of their lasting qual- 
ities. At night they lend a soft, elusive 
finish to the complexion and in many 
ways they commend themselves to the 
well groomed woman. It is well to ex-, 
ecrise extreme care in their application 
as unevenness results in white patches 
on the skin. 


A simple liquid powder is made of 


one ounce of pure oxide of zinc, a dram 
of glycerine, four ounces of rose water 
and fifteen drops of essence of rose. 
Pour the glycerine slowly over the zinc, 
mixing constantly to make a smooth 
paste. 
Then add the rose water and 


lastly the essence.' Shake thoroughly 
each time before using. Apply with a 
piece of muslin or linen that has been 
laundered. This solution is harmless,

seen in Exeter Cathedral. Below the 
works is a cabinet which when opened 
displays a miniature belCry with ring- 
ers, and the background is painted to 
represent a number of old buildings In 
Exeter. This was built by Lovelace, 
took thirty years to construct and 
rffrnls the famous clock." of Wlmborne 
Minster and Wells Otliedral.

There is a clock at Windsor castle 


known as the globe clock. 
The globe 


is enamelled in royal blue; a vertical 
bar shows the hours and n scythe the 
minutes. The Isaac Harbrecht clock is 
on view at the British museum, and 
two clocks well worth a visit may he 
seen at the Soane museum. The up- 
per works of one of these revolve once 
in twelve months and require to be 
wound only once in every two years. 


Interesting old clocks are to bo found 


in private houses. One ot these may 
be seen at Lutterworth. This is a Ions 
clock, which has an oval face, a hand 
that points to the days of the week, 
completing the round in seven days; 
another which shows the true 
dead 


beat, and a third which points to the 
chimes and quarters. 
On the upper 


part of the clock is a small orchestra, 
which includes a flute, a 'cello and two 
violins, and a boy and girl and also 
three singers. The hours and the quar- 
ters are struck, every three hours a 
tune Is played three times over, while 
the three.figures beat time and the boy 
and girl dnnce to the music.

Chicago. June 5.—President Taft. In 


a speech before the Western Economic 
society here Saturday, declared that 
the principal opposition to the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement came not 
from the fanner, but from the lumber 
trust and from American manufactur- 
ers of print paper. In one of the most 
comprehensive addresses that he has 
ever made on the subject, the presi- 
dent outlined some of the methods em- 
ployed by the opponents of reciprocity, 
practically told the farmers that they 
were being; "bunkoed" by special In- 
terests and said that the fate of the 
agreement rested not so much with 
the United States senate as with peo- 
ple of the country. 


If the farmer and the country at 


larne, he said, could be brought to un- 
derstand that this treaty was In the 
Interests of the majority of the people 
he would no longer fear the coming 
vote in the senate. 


The president was not sparing in his 


words. 
He told the reasons for the 


opposition to the treaty by the lumber

A Burgundian pamphlet was prompt- 


ly issued denouncing- sparkling -wines 
as the cause, of gout and bad nerves. 
Reims promptly rejoined by a medical 
treatise which set out to prove that 
Beaune was the real cause of these 
evils. Journalists, poets, statesmen, in 
fact, all the world, took part in the 
quarrel. 
The pamphleteers of Reims 


claimed the victory, for they declared 
that champagne had orone far more for 
the country than any other wine, be- '• 
cause when King Wenceslas came to 
Reims in 1397 to inaKe a treaty with 
Charles VI he found tTie wine so good, 
that he continued to drink It until he 
granted to the French king all that he 
demanded.
